The Hague, Feb. 7—This is the wed- 


ding day of Wilhelmina, queen of the 
Netherlands, and Duke Henry of Meck- 
lenburg, now prmce of the Netherlands 
a title conferred upon him by his 
royal bride. 


The weather this morning was fine 


but intensely cold. 


The crowds were Immense. Stands, 


windows and roofs along the route to 
Grootekerke were thronged. 


The civil ceremony was carried out 


at 11.30 o'clock according to the pro- 
gram. 


Immediately afterward the procession 


started for the church. 


The queen, duke and the queen's 


mother were in the golden state car- 
riage, drawn by eight horses1. 


They received nearly acclaim from 


the immense crowds. 


The church ceremony was performed 


at noon. 


The city is in festival dress. 
The route of the royal procession was 


decorated with large baskets of green 
plants, toned by orange blossoms and 
roses, tied with white knots. 


The court chaplain Dr. Vander Vlier 


in his address preceding the ceremony 
In the church took as hie text, "Lord 
life up the light of thy countenance 
upon us." 


After the nuptial benediction was 


pronounced the couple exchanged gold 
rings, according to the Dutch custom 
and the whole wedding party proceed- 
ed to the reception room, attached to 
the church, where the queen tenderly 
embraced her mother and husband. 
, Kisses were exchanged all round.

GERMANS FIG ,T BOXERS 


Greatest Suffering is Inflicted 
on Poor Chinese by More 
Favored Countrymen and 


Christians Persecuted 


Victoria, B. C., Feb. 7—On January 


16, 10 mounted Japanese set out from 
Shan Hai Kwan to forage and were 
surprised by 300 mounted bandits at 
Lochunton, three miles from Shan Hai 
Kwan. 


Some British were with the Japanese 


at the time. 


Five alone managed to fight their 


way back and one, badly injured, that 
night was brought back by some Chi- 
nese, 


The others were killed and their 


bodies mutilated. 


On January 4 the Germans made an 


assault on the boxers' forts northwest 
of Fekin, killing: 140 boxers after less 
than an hour's flgli,.ng. The boxers 
were armed with both, old and modern 
nflea. 


The German loss was one killed, one 


wounded and one officer and three men 
slightly wounded. 


They captured 10 old guns and a 


number of flags and banners, besides a 
quantity of war material. The neigh- 
boring people joined in the engagement 
fighting for the boxers and for that 
reason the Germans reconnoitered the 
upper part of the Pel Ho as far as 
Tschitcheng. The boxers fled, burning 
all the Christian villages they passed 
through. 


The German detachment returned 


through the- mountains to Thumu, 
where they surprised a Chinese major 
and'18 horse, killing six of "them.

Ing powers of its advocates. 


Friends of the subsidy deny that any 


threat has been made to hold up the 
river and harbor bill, in which nearly 
all the senators have local Interests.

Mr. Lawson was quoted as saying 
that it did not matter how much the 
members of the house desired another 
investigation, no such investigation 
would take place this year for the rea- 
son that the gas interests were too pow- 
erful, and had decided that matters 
should rest at present. 
Mr. Lawson 


further charged that $30,000 was spent 
in changing the attitude of the house 
on the order for investigation' by the 
committee on manufactures, whereby 
thr order went firsr to the committee 
on rules, to report on the expediency ot 
such action. 
The latter committee is 


expected to report at once on the in- 
vestigation order. 


The order yesierday created thfi great- 


est sensation thus far of the session, al 
though it was greeted with laughter. 
At the request of one member the dis- 
cussion of the order went over, when 
It is expected there will be a very 
heated debate not only over the Law- 
son episode, but • on the report of tho 
committee on rules on the expediency 
of the gas investigation. 


In reply to the legislative 
order, 


Thouias W. Lawton says: 


"I have read the order, and, of course, 


like erery one else who has read it, 
am amused. 
I am beginning to thick 


that the members of the present great 
and general court, realizing that they 
will have no vaudeville investigation 
this session, are determined to gel up 
funny little skits of tfieir own. 


"It does seem too bad--that Is, it 


seems thai way to ail serious-minded 
citizens of Massachusetts —thac every 
one of the recent Massachusetts gen- 
oral courts have contained men who 
have no respect for its dignity, and 
who, to us-e old-fashion English, 'do 
fool things.' 


"Could anyone imaging a more ridi- 


culous position for the Massachusetts 
legislature to place itself in than to 
compel a private citizen of Its state to 
come "before it to answer questions, the 
answers to which have been and are 
known to every observant citizen of 
the state? 
- "If the present Massachusetts leg- 
islature wants to know if it is "con- 
trolled, and by whom, it can, in a two 
days' investigation, meant to investi- 
gate, held by a committee composed of 
Its honest members, find out, although 
it is safe to say that after the proper 
authorities .had taken cognizance of the 
results of such an investigation, cer- 
tain members of the legislature would 
take less interest in affairs of the state 
for the time being. 


"Jlut, of course, they do not want an 


Investigation—that is, in my opinion, 
they do not want an 
investigation. 


Anyway, as I have said before, tbey 
won't have any, not a 'truly investiga-

It is not easy for people who get. their 


newspapers delivered with the regularity 
of clockwork, who can buy their evening 
journals in almost as many editions as a 
popular novel and who are continually 
repeating the parrot phrase tbat there is 
"nothing in the papers," or who, if they 
live far from London, can get either a 
choice of local papers or receive their fa- 
vorite London journals not many hours 
later than dwellers in town—it is not easy 
for such folks of today to realize how 
slow, how casual and haphazaid were 
the transmission and circulation of news 
in the days before steam and electricity 
revolutionized the world. In the sixteenth 
century, when newspapers were not and 
when pamphlets dealt more with mat- 
ters of controversy than with cuncnt 
events, the news of what was happening 
in LondCT and that which had gradually 
rencit-a the capital from foreign coun- 
tries, circulated through the lural dis- 
tricts of England in a very casual,- slow 
fashion.

It is entitled "The Ca 
riers' Cosmography," and tho very Ion 
title page goes on to promise a list o 
inns, etc., "where the carriers, waggon 
ers, foot posts and higglers" from al. 
parts of the kingdom were wont to put 
up, with the days of their corning and go 
ing, and much other information. 
There- 


were curious differences in the amount of 
communication by carrier. 
Thus those 


from Nantwich in Cheshire, Mr. Taylor 
records, were to be found at the A.~e in 
Aldermanbury on Wednesdays, Thurs- 
days and Fridays, those from Nuneaton, 
in Warwickshire, came on Friday, but 
"the carrier for Nottingham doth lodge at 
the r-oss Keys in St. John's street. He 
cometh every second Saturday." Similar 
differences existed in the service of other 
provincial towns,. 
But whether he wont 


once or ttwic;e or thiiee a week or but 
once or twice a month the carrier was the 
chief newsmonger of the <!ay. 


The "higglers" were men in a smaller 


way of business thaa the regular carriers. 
Taylor styles them "denycarriers." The 
name is seldom heard now. but the hig- 
gler of dajs gone by was a man who 
on nod a hoi se nnd cart and sometimes 
cairied goods, in a small way from place 
to place, but whose chief occupation was 
the bityins of poultry and dairy produce 
from farmers and cottagers for carriage 
to town and the selling to his customers 
of small wares brought from the shops in 
town. The carrier was purveyor of news 
to the to-nus and villages, while the hig- 
gler was newsmonger ia ordi 'ary to the 
dwellers off the mail rond's. to firm- 
houses acd cottages. De Foe in his "Ac-

siifh people as went to and from London 
with provisions" says they were also call- 
ed "hagglers" and often had no enrt, but 
went ou hor.s( back, a method of traveling 
Which \fns probably resorted to for other 
rea.sons than poverty.

kingdom. Their business was to sell, not 
to buy. They sold all sorts of haberdash- 
ery, small wares and household goods, re- 
sorting to the towns as often as was nec- 
essary to replenish their stock and car- 
ried with their pack the latest news of 
what was stirring, not only In the neigh- 
boring parts of their district, but the 
news of the greater world without, which, 
after slowly filtering down from London 
to small country towns and Villages, 
eventually reached the most iaolated 
farmhouses.—London Globe.

/Mr.. Taylor's methods have truly been 
sensational. To fully understand the 
purpose that sruided him we should 
have to know what his- client has con- 
fided to him, we should have to know 
who* material the defense has. But It 
atrttKS us that Mr. Taylor ba« been 
striving: to try his case before it gets 
into court. Whether or not the com- 
monwealth has a strong case, we be- 
lieve Mr. Taylor has been packing his 
tery. H* has been working with great- 
- er shrewdness than has plainly appear- 
ed ton the surface of his doing*. When 
it com** to the selecting of the Jury we 
shall probably see somthing that will 
dtaeloee Mr. Taylor's purpose. Let us 
keep watch and see if the defense will 
riot do all In its power to select a jury 
of men from the thickly populated cen- 
tres, from, the towns as opposed to the 
fttral districts.

Firemen. 


To carry one's own telephone about 


In the pocket sounds a tall order, say» 
tbe London Star. Commander Wells, 
chief of the metropolitan fire brigade, 
however, has devised a simple instru- 
ment which will shortly be to use 
among firemen whereby they will be 
able to communicate with the fire sta- 
tions through the existing fire alarm 
posts. 


The instrument is simplicity itself. 


In tbe alarm posts as they now stand 
there is a handle which the caller pulls 
to ring up the station. 
Commander 


Wells will make this handle into, a 
transmitter. All the fireman will have 
to do is to open tbe face of the stand, 
give tbe transmitter a pull, insert the 
plug attached to his pocket instrument 
Into a bole for the purpose and "Hello! 
Are you there?" 


"It would of course be as convonient 


to have a receiver affixed permanently 
to the alarm," Commander Wells said, 
"but the man in the street is not an 
expert telephonist. The advantages of 
being able to communicate instructions 
to tbe Station from tbe scene of a fire 
are really great, and, as you see, the 
little instrument will not burden the 
fireman." 


It is proposed to endeavor tc supply

Capital Looked Tbe*. 


Few of the many people who go to 


Washington today would recognize a de- 
sciiption of that city given by e New 
Tork merchant whose business took him 
south in ths autumn of 1812. 
From an 


attic chest, where they hare been left to 
grow yellow with age, the letters of this 
merchant to his wife nud children hnrc 
been broueht to life. 
The Independent 


prints n few extracts from them. 


At this time the capital had been set- 


tled a dozen years, and the capitol and 
executive mansion stood as they were be- 
fore the British burned tkein. Washing- 
ton itself was a settlement—largely marsh 
—adjoining Georgetown, a port of some 
commercial consequence. 


"I have the pleasure to inform you," 


Writes the traveler, "that I arrived her* 
at the seat of the great government of 
these United States this afternoon with- 
out accident, but most exceedingly fa- 
tigued, as yon may well suppose, having 
ridden about 250 miles since tbe day be- 
fore yesterdSy morning. I lodge in this 
town (Georgetown), which adjoins the 
city of Washington, as the best public 
house is hero. 


"In coming I passed through the center 


of the great named city—that is, by the 
capitol, the president's house, and so 
forth, which are one or two miles from 
my lodgings, and I am almost enchanted 
with it—I mean the situation of the city, 
for there is nothing yet here constituting 
one, being comparatively without houses 
or streets. As to bouses they are very 
few, 
and those very scattering: as to 


streets, there are none, except you would 
call common roads streets." 


His description of his first night at the 


hotel is quaint enough. He says: 


"I wrote yon evening before last the 


evning of my arrival. Tbe house where I 
lodge is very Urge—say 60 rooms—and 
my room very intricate. 
As tbe mail 


closed at 5 in the moraiaf it was uecec- 
•ary to post letters in the cveaing. I dl- 
reeled the servant not to go to b«d until 
he took my letters to tie postoiSce. 


"I, however, did not finish them till 


nearly 12 o'clock, when I rang tie bell 
again and again without being answered. 
Supposing the rascal asleep in tbe kitcb- 
en, I took my candle and left ray cham- 
ber, which was in one of tho wings of tbe 
house, to find him. After hunting a long 
time without being able to find either him 
or the kitchen I opened a door tbat led to 
tbe yard. As it rained and blew violent- 
ly, out went my candle and left me in 
total darkness. 
I then endeavored to 


find my chamber again, but that was not 
easy. 


"After being completely bewildered I 


excited my Inngs to arouse some person 
os a guide, but received na reply except 
the echo of my own voice. At length 1 
succeeded in gaining my chamber and 
concluded to go to bed. 


"Luckily after I got comfortably in 


bed a watchman came past my window 
bawling out, 'Part 1 o'clock and a very 
stormy night!" oa which I sprang ont of 
bed and t.iiieJ to bJs. to take my ietrers 
to tbe pcstoffice, which be consented to 
do. I accordingly wrapped them in a 
sheet of paper to keep them from the 
wet, with a quarter of n dollar, and 
threw them out of the window, and 1 
hope he put them in the poitofflce, as he 
promised to do."

The Berkshire street i ail way com- 


pany, known) as the "Million dollar com 
pany," began yesterday the filing of pe- 
titions for locations in 
the various 


towns through which they plan to con- 
struct their electric road, petitions be 
ing filed, with the selectmen of Lenox 
and Cheshire and the city clerk of Pitts 
field. The balanoe of the petitions will 
be filed, probably, today, and dates will 
speedily be fixed for the hearings. 


The routes a?ked for are practically 


outlined in the first announcement o£ 
the company's plans, the only notable 
exception being that in Pittsfield the 
line runs south through Appleton/ ave- 
nue, instead ot Pomeroy avenue. The 
company is going' ahead with its plans 
just as rapidly sis is permissable under 
the la.-s\s. 


There is no dismay because of the 


manyi petitions for locations presented 
by the Pittsfield company, the promot- 
ers of the new company feelinljr that 
they have at least equal rights with 
existing concerns in the matter of 
building new loads. 


The Cheshire selectmen met last eve- 


ning, and considered street railway 
matters. Th?y decided to set the hear- 
ing on the petition of the Berkshire 
company for March 4, at 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon. This will be the fir'Bt 
of the hearidg- to be held in Cheshire, 
and will be awaited with great inter- 
est. 


The selecttnev also decided to hold 


the hearings ou .be petitions of the 
Hoosac Valley t ompany of this city and 
of the PittsfisM city ailway companv 
together, as they understand that these 
two roads will work together if they 
secure the rights of way through the 
town. 


The Pittsfield company yesterday pe- 


titioned the state legislature for the 
right to extend its tracks to Chesliire 
and to Lenox, this beirig necessary be- 
fore the towns can, be formally peti 
tioned. 


The Pittsfleld Sun, always conserva- 


tive in its statements, has the follow- 
ing on the feejing in Pittsfield concern- 
ing the rivalry between the new million 
dollar company and the Pittsfield street 
railway company: 


The Pittsfield street railway company 


has been dreamily gazing d'own the 
misty future in a vision beholding an- 
other fragmentary extension of its 
pretty little system in some, as yet, un- 
defined and uncertain direction. While 
all the populations were clamoring for 
facilities the Pittsfield 
company—oc- 


cupant of the central position and look- 
ed to for the extensions the field in- 
vited and the people desired— slumber- 
ed, or made but sleepy and pale promise 
of more vigor and stretch in the fu- 
ture than in the past. At the rate of 
progress the company has made in its 
expansions the remote descendants of 
now unborn generations would yet be 
vainly waiting for a trolley ride be- 
yond the shabby shedded terminus at 
Pontoosuc lake of the shelterless stop- 
ping place at Tillotson's. By bribing, 
bonus-giving and bounties the company

tive. It is said there are places paved 
with good intentions but railroads are 
not reported to have been constructed 
by such means. If a. through county 
road is- possible, and no one doubts that 
it would be welcomed by enthusiasm 
and plentiful patronage, and if the 
Pittsfield company has had plans for 
such an enterprise why has it not taken 
the public into its confidence and given 
opportunity for the influence and help 
of the people in the communities in- 
terest to manifest itseslf. Why so sly, 
and secretive and mysterious in a mat- 
tT that concerns everybody, enter- 
prises and adventures that depend for 
success upon public frendliness and co- 
operation?
